Seizure of Property of Bermudez 
Company Without Warrant 
of Law, Justice, or 
Common Sense. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
In response to a request from the senate the 
state department, by direction of the presi- 
dent, has prepared a summary of all the 
American claims against Venezuela. 

This statement, together with the yolumi- 
nous correspondence, is now ready for the 
consideration of the senate. It involves the 
details of the malodorous asphalt combina- 
tion. 

Two different asphalt companies have been 
fighting for the possession of the valuable 
deposits in Venesuela. 

The Castro government has taken a hand 
in the matter and the whole dispute is per- 
meated with fraud, graft, and scandal. 

From the day when Minister Bowen 
brought charges against Assistant Secretary 
of State Loomis until the present time, the 
whole Venezuela situation has been one 
which was a great deal of a puzzle. 

Two years ago President Roosevelt sent 
William J. Calhoun of Chicago to Caracas as 
a special commissioner to investigate the 
alleged claims of American interests against 
the republic of Venesuela. 

Mr. Calhoun made a detailed report of the 
situation, but this was never made public. 
On Nov. 10, 1905, Secretary Root wrote to 
Minister Russell at Caracas that Mr. Cal- 
houn’s report made it appear that there were 
questions at stake appropriate for judicial 
decision and which could not be properly 
disposed of by a simple demand based upon, 
the idea that all the right lay upon one side. 


Conspiracy Charge Is Aired. 

Without going into the history of the 
squabble between the different asphalt com- 
panies, and their charges and counter charges 
against each other and the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment, it is interesting to quote from Mr. 
Calhoun‘’s report the following extracts as 
they will appear in the full document to be 
presented to the senate within a day or two:

Nation’s Credit Destroyed.

They (the people) have no settled govern- 
ment, no fixed economic policies, no estab- 
lished order of things. They live always in 
fear and under the shadow of revolution. 

The result has been that the development 
of the country hag been retarded; vexatious 
litigation and infernational complications of 
one kind and aftother have arisen, and the 
faith of investors and the credit of the gov- 
ernment have been destreyed. 

“It was in this political atmosphere and 
amid these unsettled and uncertain business 
conditions that the New York and Bermudez 
company made its investment and undertook 
to develop its business enterprise.“ 


Property Seized Without Notice. 

Referring to the sequestration "’ guit, the 
outcome of which was the seizure of the Ber- 
mudez company’s property and its delivery 
to a hostile receiver, the report says: 

“The return for the summons issued for 
the company shows that it was sérved on 
Robert K. Wright, the local managing di- 
rector, at 2:30 p. m. of July 22, 1904. The 
petition was filed on July 20. The order 
granting Mie sequestration and appointing 
the receiver was issued on July 21, and on the 
morning of July 22 the receiver accepted the 
appointment, qualified by taking the oath 
to perform the duties of his office, received 
his commission to execute the order, and im- 
mediately proceeded on his way to Guanaco. 

“ During all this time the company had no 
notice. Its representative was living in 
Caracas, where the court is located, but he 
was not served with notice until in the after- 
noon of the day on which Mr. Carner started 
for the asphalt mines with the order to take 
possession thereof. 


Justice of Procedure in Question. 


“The attorney general in his complaint 
based his claim to sequestration on the sev- 
enth clause of article 378 of the code—that 
is, to the seizure ot property leased ' or the 
subject matter of a lease, which, in this 
case, was an intangible, indeterminate, in- 
corporeal right of ‘ enjoyment,’ according to 
his own definition. 

Was he entitled to a writ of sequestration 
under the article of the code which he in- 
voked? Was sequestration necessary ? 

“A judgment cf forfeiture of the contract 
was, of itself, sufficient to interrupt, ter- 
minate, or destroy the further exercise of the 
right of enjoyment. 

There was no showing of want of prop- 
erty on the part of the company. no sugges- 
tion that it had concealed, or was about to 
conceal, alienate, or deteriorate its prop- 
erty. 

Besides, the code itself, in its letter and 
spirit. contemplates the seizure of only de- 
terminate property which is the subject of 
leabe to be heid pending the détermination 
of a controversy. No right was given to 
seize, to use, to enjoy and consume other 
property which was not property leased’ or 
in any sense a thing in controversy.

DYING AT DOORWAY, AR

Man Found Mortally Wounded 
Proves to Be Safeblower. 


NAME “ED FULLER”; DEE. 


Police Doubt Story of the Saloon- 
keeper Who Picked Him Up. 


Meath from a bullet wound ended the 
career of Albert Broughton, alias Edward 
Fuller, a desperate safe robber, at the En- 
giewood hospital last night. 

He was taken to the institution yesterday 
morning by Michael H. Flannigan, 6017 
Green street, whose house is next door to the 
hospital. Flannigan told the Englewood 
police that he found the man on his ddor- 
step at 9 o'clock Wednesday night. The man 
Was suffering from @ bullet wound in the 
back 

Flannigan, who is a saloonkeeper at Thirty- 
first street and Westworth avenue, declared 
he did not know the man’s identity. Hie 
statement, however, was doubted. 


Said He Was from Cleveland. 

When carried into the hospital the wounded 
man gave the name of Al Miller and said his 
home was in Cleveland, O. The police plied 
him with questions as to how he received the 
wound, which he was informed would prove 
fatal, but he refused to give any informa- 
tion. 

Edward Evans, assistant superintendent of 
the criminal identification bureau, heard of 
the mysterious patient late in the afternoon 
and went to the hospital to see if he could 
identify him. He instantly recognized him 
as a man whose picture and Bertillon meas- 
urement were on file at the bureau head- 
quarters, but as the man had not been ar- 
rested in Chicago for several years Evans 
was unable to recall his name. 

He took the Bertillon measurement of the 
dying man and hurried to the Harrison street 
station, where the records are Kept. 


Locate Him as Fuller. 

On examining the files of certain measure- 
ments, which did not take longer than five 
minutes, Evans found the corresponding 
measurements of the man at the hospital, 
and he proved to be Fuller, who also ie known 
ag George Wilson. 

Capt. Michael P. Evans, the superintendent 
of the bureau, accompanied his son back to 
the hospital with the picture. Positive iden- 
tification followed, and, as the experts in 
criminology stood at the side of the wounded 
thief’s cot he breathed his last. 

Capt. Evans is of the opinion that Fuller 
was one of the gang of robbers that invaded 
the town of Chrisman, III., early Wednesday 
morning, and attempted to rob the Chrisman 
bank. The robbers were fired upon by J. 


| W. Daly, who occupied a room over the bank. 


and a trail of blood that was found when it 
became daylight shewed that one of the 
gang was wounded. , 


Wounded During Raid on Bank. 

That Fuller was the one who was shot Is the 
belief of Capt. Evans. The man was assisted 
to Chicago by his pale, it is thought, and tax- 
en to the home of Flannigan, who, the Police 
say, has many friends among men of that 
class. His saloon, it is declared by the police, 
is a rendezvous for what is termed “ good 
pete men,” as expert safe robbers are called 

Flannigan was at one time a politteal power 
in the Fifth ward. He has served as demo- 
cratic central committeeman and the influ- 
ence he wielded was second to that of no man 
in the ward. 

Among those who the police say made 
Fiannigan’se saloon a haven of refuge for 
Paddy Flaherty, “ Mickey Gleason, and 
Mike Coleman, all desperate criminals. 


Flannigan told the police that the wounded

Police Doubt Flannigan’s Story. 


Flannigan’e version to the police of how 
ne found the man on hie doorstep did not im- 
press them. It was twelve hours after he 
eaid the man wae found by him that he 
thought enough of the matter to notify the 
Englewood police station. In the méantime 
he had called in Dr. Hugo E. Beta 5500 Hal- 
sted street, when he could as well have noti- 
fied the Englewood hospital next door to him. 
Dr. Betz refused to have anything to do with 
the case and suggested that the police be 
notified. Flannigan’s story was substan- 
tially as follows:

FIRE RUINS LELAND HOTEL. 


House Famous for Its Part in IIII- 
nois History Wrecked by 
Flames. 


Springfield. III, March 26.—[Special.]—The 
Leland hotel, famous as the headquarters 
for politicians of national and state repute- 
tion and today the stopping place of dele- 
gates to the state republican convention, is 
in ruins. 

Fire started in the room of the house- 
keeper, on the fourth floor, shortly before 
noon, and, fanned by a brisk south wind, 
spread rapidiy, causing damage estimated 
at $75,000.

tematic fight could be made on the national 
committeeman. But by morning he and his 
friends must have changed their minds, as 
they all left town by noon, with Mr. Sullivan 
in full control. It was explained during the 
dey that the reason was an ineffctual at- 
tempt to persuade ex-Vice President Adlai 
Stevenson to join the anti-Sullivan forces. 
Mr. Stevenson is reported as having replied:

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INSANE MAN TRIES TO DIE 
STANDING BY WIFE’S GRAVE. 


Fred Brock Attempts to Commit Suicide 
in Cemetery Near Hobart, Ind., While 
Posse Searches for Him. 


Standing at the grave of his young wife 
who died several months ago after a brief 
iliness in a Chicago hospital Fred Brock, a 
business man of Hobart, Ind., fatally shot 
himself yesterday morning. Several hours 
later he was found ing on the ground. 
Physicians who were called said that he 
could not live. 

According to Brock's friends, his mind has 
been affected since hie wife's death. He was 
often seen by the carétaker of Crown Hill 
cemetery, near Hobart, as he walked to the 
grave and stood, sometimes for hours at a 
time. 

Mrs. Brock was taken ill last September. 
Mrs. Bertha Laube, a midwife of Hobart, 
was arrested and tried in Lake county. The 
jury disagreed. She is now under $5,000 
bonds waiting another trial. 

About midnight yesterday Brock woke his 
mother and said that he was going to com- 
mit suicide, as he could stand the disgrace no 
longer. She tried to stop him, but he ran 
from the house. Mrs. Brock notified her

One Blames New Appointee’s 
Failure to Call Upon His 
Predecessor.

BERLIN, March 26.—There has been no of- 
ficial explanation of the report that Dr. Hill, 
recently appointed by President Roosevelt 
to succeed Charlemagne Tower as ambas- 
sador in Berlin, is persona non grata at the 
haiser’s court. 

In the meantime various rumors are 
a float, ranging from one to the effect that 
the kalser desires the retention of Tower, 
and has sent a private and personal message 
to President Roosevelt saying in effect that 
he is convinced Dr. Hill could not adequate- 
ly represent the United States, to another 
that Mr. Tower refused to allow Dr. Hill to 
succeed him because of differences growing 
out of social, relations between the two. 

There were equally as conflicting rumors 
as to the final outcome of the matter. On 
the one hand, it is declared in authoritative 
quarters that Dr. Hill will succeed Mr. Tower, 
@s arranged. On the other hand, from an 
equally authoritative source, it is said that 
the Kaiser lately expressed regret that Dr. 
Hil! had deen selected, and that he sug- 
gested the possibility that Dr. Hill and Mr. 
Tower had arranged the matter amicably 

tween themselves, Dr. Hill withdrawing 

claim and Mr. Tower remaining. 


Diplomats See a Flunder. 


In diplomatic circles it is believed there 
has been indiscretion somewhere, and that 
the affair aas been clumsily managed. 

The foreign office has issued the following 
statement: 

»The assertion that Germany has refused 
to accept Dr. Hill is not true. The fact is 
that several months ago the government was 
approached privately on the matter, and the 
opinion expressed on the confidence by the 
government as to Dr. Hill's suitability that 
Was entirely favorable. The statement that 
Dr. Hill is persona non grata is absolutely 
false. The government has made no official 
statement to America on the subject.“ 

There is good reason to believe the story 
that the friendship between the kaiser and 
Mr. Tower really is at the bottom of the af- 
fair is the true one. Mr. Tower declines to 
discuss the situation, but it was learned from 
a trustworthy source that he never received 
an official acceptance of his resignation and 
that until he does he will remain as the am- 
bassador at Berlin. 


Resignation Not Yet Accepted? 


There is no doubt he wrote to President 
Roosevelt expressing a desire to resign, but 
to that letter he has as yet received no off 
reply, though it is certain the president has 
unofficially intimated his willingness to ac- 
cede to Tower's wishes. 

It also is beyond a doubt that Dr. Him has 
regarded himself as the ambassador desig- 
nated to Berlin, for he came recently to Ber- 
Un specially to select a house and arranged 
with Tower the date for handing over the em- 
bassy to him. P 

The conclusion is obvious that the kaiser 
and Mr. Tower are endeavoring to make use 
of the fact that Dr. Hill never was officially 
proposed and that Tower's resignation never 
was officially accepted in order to get around 
the fact that Hill was practically appointed. 

Those who claim the keiser had nothing 
to do with the affair say the report he was 
Using his influence to retain Tower grew 
from a recent playful remark by the kaiser 
that he hoped he would be able to have Am- 
bassador Tower remain. 

When the emperor was Mr. Tower's guest 
at an embassy dinner he met Vice Consul 
Caldwell, who then was on the eve of de- 
parture for Washington. 

His majesty, conversing on the subject, 
ald, humorously: Tell the president I am 
angry with him because he accepted Tower's 
resignation.” 

They say the emperor was merely joking, 
and that he said nothing to even suggest 
disapproval of Dr. Hill's appointment. 


Some Blame Delayed Call. 

The report that Mr. Tower refuses to give 
up his post to his appointed successor is 
based on a report that Dr. Hill antagonized 
the ambassador during his recent visit to 
Rerlin by proceeding to see his daughter, 
who was at a school at Dresden, and not 
calling upon Mr. Tower until two or three 
days after his arrival, and, when he did call, 
by merely touching on generalities and not 
referring to his appointment as ambassador. 

It may be recalled in this connection that 
Mrs. Tower is alleged to have been annoyed 
by the fact that Mrs. White, wife of the 
predecessor of Mr. Tower, delayed the return 
of Mrs. Tower's call until after an unduly 
long interval. 

Dr. Hill, when here, purposely refrained 
from making himself known to the German 
authorities because his appointment had not 
yet been officially settled.

QUAKES SHAKE MBXICO CITY 


Two Severe Disturbances Felt in 
Capital of Southern Nation. 


THEATER CROWDS IN PANIC. 


People Spend Sleepless Night Fearing 
Return of Temblors. 


Mexico City, March 26.—Mexico City was 
visited by two severe earthquake shocks 
today. The first shock occurred at 4:30 
o'clock p. m., lasting four minutes and 
twenty-eight seconds. A second and much 
more severe earthquake shock occurred at 
9:17 o'clock tonight. 

The shock was felt over an area of some 
500 miles from north to south, expending 
itself at Guanajuato on the north and Rincon, 
Atonio, on the south. 


Four Hurt Within City. 

Four persons were injured within the city 
limits, one fatally. The second shock came 
while the theaters were crowded, and the 
audiences in many of them rushed to the 
streets in terror. Walls were broken in many 
places, and several houses are reported to 
have falien. 

For a short time telegraphic communica- 
tion was stopped, and Calle San Francisco, 
the main thoroughfare of the city, was 
cracked in places for many blocks. 


More Shocks Are Feared. 

It is feared that the shocks will be repeated 
and few are sleeping tonight. 

The first shock was similar to that felt a 
year ago, the oscillations being of a long, 
swaying variety. At the national observa- 
tory it was stated that the needle of the 
seismograph traveled the entire distance of 
the dial. That no great property joss result- | 
ed is due, according to the scientists, to the 
fact the city rests on the spongy bedof an old 
lake.

LONDON SELLS US U. S. MEAT. 


Two Million Pounds of Tinned Goods 
Reshipped at Profit to Supply 
American Market. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 26.—Two million pounds 
of tinned meat, valued at $100,000, have been 
reshipped to New York from London during 
the last few weeks as a result of the scarcity 
of meat in America. As a consequence of 
the recent financial crisis, American farmers 
who were unable to effect loans placed their 
cattle on the markets instead of stall feeding 
them, with the result that the price of meat 
fell while its consumption increased. 

From this fact has resulted the unusual 
spectacle of England feeding America with 
its own meat, “even with the freight to 
pay twice across the Atlantic.“ 

A representative of the Chicago firm here 
today said: “ We have been able to sell the 
reshipped goods in America at prices 6 per 
cent higher than we could obtain here. Lon- 
don today is the cheapest meat market in the 
world.”’ 


COMMONS MAY LENGTHEN DAYS 


Lower House of British Parliament 
Wants Clocks Turned Backward 
in Summer Time. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 26.—The house of com- 
mons has passed on its second reading the 
Pearce daylight saving bill, which provides 
new Britin time for the summer months. 
The announcement of the vote was greeted 
with cheers and roars of laughter. 

The bill provides that all clocks shall be 
advanced eighty minutes, which will give 
an extra 210 hours of daylight. Thus a man 
getting up apparently at 9 o’clock in the 
morning will be really doing so at 7:40, thus 
gaining an hour and twenty minutes of day- 
light.

Aurora, III., March 26.—{Special.]—While

After that they were 
released. 

Detectives Egan and Norton made the 
arrest of Simmons shortly after noon. Sim- 
mons had been home but a few minutes 
when the detectives came In. He fled to a 
rag pile and hid there, dressed in his over- 
coat, cap, and gloves. It was the blood on 
his shoes, which were found at a chemist’s, 
that finally broke this prisoner down to a 
confession. 

Simmons Talks a Little. 

“ As soon as we took the cab away from 
Campion I got on the box and drove until 
we robbed Willard on the Clark street 
bridge, Simmons told Inspector Wheeler. 
“Then I got inside and O’Brien drove the 
rest of the time. I was in the cab when 
Kane was shot, but I did mot know that he 
was hit until he pitched forward and I could 
not get him to sit up. We stopped at Twen- 
tieth street and Fifth avenue, and when 
O’Brien and I saw that ‘Jim’ was dead 
we ran away and left him in’ the cab there. 
I did not have a revolver, but Kane bad one, 
though I am not sure it was loaded.“ 

The Division street flat where O' Brien lives 
was surrounded by police all afternoon and 
Inepector Wheeler is confident of an early 
eapture. 

Kane was arrested in 1906 on two charges 
of robbery, but the cases were diemissed. 
He had been arrested for various smaller 
offenses and was I known to the police. 
Simmons has a record at Pontiac. O'Brien 
also is a police character. 


CHIEF SHIPPY TO TAKE REST. 


Police Department Head Will Leave 
Chicago with Son Wounded 
by Averbuch. 


Threa voung north side hoodlums figured 
as the star performers in a series of dare- 
devil holdups, engineered from a “ pirate ” 
cab early yesterday morn! Their thrill- 
ing deeds, which flashed across the police 
sky line like a blaaing comet, brought only 
death and the gates of the penitentiary as 
a reward. 

James Kane, 151 Chicago avenue, one of 
the young robbers, was found dead in a bat- 
tered and bloody cab at Eighteenth street 
and Calumet avenue, near the fort Dear- 
born monument, at daylight. John Simmons, 
the second robber, was arrested under a 
pile of rags in 4 garret at 182 Townsend 
street, in the afternoon. He confessed his 
crime to Inspector Wheeler, Pobert O’Brien, 
464 East Division street, the third one of the 
night riders. is hiding from the police, but his 
arrest is expected at any time. 

Kane was shot by Policeman Edward 
Murphy at Halsted street and Archer ave- | him. 
nue. The shot was fired through the rear 75 
of the eab and btruck Kane in the back of 
the head. His companions leaped from the 
cab and escaped for atime. The horse went 
wild threugh the streets until the peculiar 
condition of the cab was noticed. When 
Simmons was arrested it was found that 
his shoes were stained with blood. The 
three men are all under 25 years of age and 
have police records. 


Began a Series of Holdups. 
Before their career of crime was brought 
to a stop the three men had accomplished 
these robberies: 

Engaged Robert Campion, $28 Mohawk street, to 
drive them in his cab from State and Madison 
streets to the Alexandria hotel. Near the hotel 
Campion was beaten and robbed and the three 
men drove away with his cab. Thie was at 2 
o'clock in the morning. 

William Willard, 96 Dearborn avenue, was robbed 
at Clark and Kinzie streets by three men who 
got out ot a cab. This was at 2:30 o'clock in the 
morning. 

George Morris, 419 West Monroe street, was held 
up and beaten by three men who alighted from 
a cab under the Chicago and Alten railroad 
tracks at the Halsted street viaduct. This was 
at 8:40 o'clock, 

Fred Nichole, 568 West Thirteenth street, was 
robbed by men who jumped out of a cab and 
attacked him at West Sixteenth and Johnson 
streets at 4:40 o'clock in the morning. 


Engage in Pistol Fight. 


At 5:15 o'clock Policeman Murphy noticed 
the cab going by his post at Halsted street 
and Archer avenue at a furious pace. By 
this time every police station in the city had 
been notified to keep a watch out for the 
robbers in the cab, 

The reports of the robberies had come in 
and detectives were searching the north and 
west sides for the men. Murphy called on 
the driver, Simmons, to stop. Simmons only 
whipped the jaded horse to a faster pace. 
Murphy began to fire at the retreating cab. 
His fire was returned by the robbers. 

The cab disappeared toward the south and 
was found less than an hour later with 
Kane dead in the seat as the result of one 
of Murphy's shots The floor of the cab 
was deep fh blood. The doors were torh 
from their hinges. The horse was 80 ex- 
hausted it had a hard time walking over to 
Twenty-second street police station. 

But the horse could not tell the story, and 
so the police department had the task of 
identifying the dead man and finding his 
companions of the night. This work was 
accomplished in short time. Several hours, 
however, were lost because the bedy was 
identified first as that of Douglas Hamilton, 
a tenderloin cabman.

Made Directors Responsible. 


Decidedjy the most notable feature of Mr. 
Ridgely’s administration was the effort he 
made to impress upon the directors of banks 
a full sense of their responsibility, In his re- 
ports and in addresses before financial bodies 
Controller Ridgely undoubtedly struck at the 
yoot of the greatest danger to our banking 
system. He implored and besought the di- 
sectors of banks either to resign their posi- 
tions or to assume personal responsibility for 
the conduct of banks in which they were in- 
terested. 

The controller took the ground, which is 
now generally accepted as good policy, that 
no bank can be protected from failure, no 
matter how strict the supervision of the na- 
tional government, if the directors permit the 
president or a small committee to run the 
bank. He devised a series of checks upon 
bank directors. For instance, when a bank 
was notified that something was wrong the 
controller of the currency required that an 

esrewér to that notification should bear the 
signatures of all the directors, so that no one 
ef them could evade responsibility. The 
whole policy of the office has been to fix the 
Tesponsibility for banking methods upon the 
authorized directors of a bank, and the good 
effects of this policy were apparent during 
the financial strimgency of last fail. 


Murray to Complete Chain. 


Mr. Murray, who is to complete the chain 
of Illinois’ association with this office, orig- 


wally came from New York, but is now cred 
‘ted to Illinois, and if appointed will nomi- 
nelly come from that state.

WILLIAMS SHOWS HIS DEMANDS 


Minority Leader in House Publishes List 
of Laws Which Will Be Supported 
by His Followers. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—Representa- 
tive John Sharp Willams of Mississipp!l, 
leader of the minority in the house of repre- 
sentatives, issued a written statement tonight 
describing what republican legislation the 
democrats will support, what they will op- 
pose, and what concessions they demand on 
the part of the majority as the price of 
refraining from an organized filibuster 
throughout the remainder of the session. 

Mr. Williams notes the following meas- 
ures as the ones which will command vir- 
tually the solid democratic vote within con- 
stitutional limits ’’: 

To compel publication ef campaign con- 
tributions. 

Prohibition of child labor in the District 
of Columbia and the territories. 

An employers’ lability law, drawn to con- 
form to the recent decisions of the Supreme 
court. 

Federal Uability to government employés. 

A law to prohibit the issuance of injunc- 
tions without notice to the party enjoined. 

Removal of the tariff on wood pulp and 
printing paper. 

Imposition of a federal charge for every 
water power right granted on a navigable 
stream. 

Those principles and measures urged by 
the president with which Mr. Williams 
takes issue are enumerated as follows: 

The penalizing of the boycott. 

The right of the attorney general to nom- 
inate receivers when common carriers are 
thrown into the hands of a receiver. 

The modification of the Sherman ant 
trust law so as to permit, within limitation, 
the maintenance of trusts and the making 
of trade agreements between combinations 
ef capital. 

The appointment of a commission to pre- 
pare data for a revision of the tariff.

Williams’ statement regards the boycott. 
After quoting the president's declaration 
that nothing should be done to legalize a 
black list or boycott that would be illegal 
at common law,“ Mr. Williams says: 

“It is a sad commentary upon this utter- 
ance of his that, while the federal courts 
have held that a boycott is a combination in 
restraint of trade and therefore illegal, they 
have virtually upheld the employer in his 
assertion of a right to blacklist. Because 
one federal court went so far as to say that 
because the employer had a right to dis- 
charge without giving any notice at all, 
therefore he had a right to discharge be- 
cause the discharged man was a member 
of a labor union. It isa poor rule that does 
not work both ways. 

Another decision of a federal court—the 
decision of Judge Gould—has gone so far as 
to say that a labor man’s newspaper 
should not publis® the name of a firm under 
the heading We Don't Patronise A man 
has a right to patronize or not to patronize 
anybody, according to his own sweet will, 
and he therefore has the right to publish 
those whom he does not patronize.” 


HEARINGS ON COPYRIGHT LAW. 


Dramatists Think All Bills Pending 
Inadequate—Wide Difference of 
Opinion on “Canned Music.” 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—The con- 
gressional committees on patents began a 
series of joint meetings today to give dra- 
matic and musical authors and others in- 
terested in a comprehensive copyright law 
an opportunity to be heard on the bills intro- 
duced by Senators Smoot and Kittridge and 
Representative Currier and Barchfold. The 
hearing today was confined to dramatic 
authors. They took the position that none 
of the bills gives them adequate protection. 
There is wide difference of opinion in regard 
to the canned music” provisions of the 
bills. Saturday will be devoted to that sub- 
ject and other questions connected with the 
reproduction of copyrighted music on me- 
chanical devices.

fied by any principle of law, by any rule of 
practice known to the courts ot any civilized 
country, or by any principle of common sense 
or common judgment.“ 


Justice Ignored by Government. 

After summarizing the terms of the orig- 
inal concession and describing the Berinudez 
land and mining titles, independent of this 
concession, the report says: 

** Without extending the discussion further, 
the fact remains that the company’s right 
under these titles has never been passed 
upon. The government of Venezuela has 
seized and still holds the property as an in- 
cident to the ferfeiture of the Hamilton con- 
tract. 

In so doing the government ignored the 
titles which it had previously granted, and 
the validity of those titles remains to be 
adjudicated. 

“The government, on the main issue as 
made Ind on the evidence in what is called 
the ‘ sequestration suit,” was entitled to a 
judgment of forfeiture or cancellation of the 
Hamilton contract, because the Bermudez 
company had not performed the obligation 
by it assumed to explore and exploit the 
natural products of forests, etc. 

“The sequestration of the company’s 
property as an incident to the adjudication 
of the Hamilton contract was not justified. 


Nation’s Act Oppression. 

“The ‘second additional article,“ which pro- 
vided for the canalization of the Guarapiche 
r' ver, was a contract entered into by the par- 
tles subsequent to the execution of the first 
Hamilton contract. A breach of covenants 
in this later and independent contract could 
not be assigned as a breach of the original 
contract or be made the basis for the seques- 
“ration of the company’s property in a suit to 
cancel such original contract. 

This failure to canalize the river as speci- 


fied in this last contract was the only evi- 
dence offered in support of the alleged right 
of sequestration; the probative force of that 
evidencé was slight and the granting of the 


writ without notice to the company and its 
execution by a civil officer supported by the 
army and navy has, at least, the appearance 
of oppression and perversion of justice.

Seathing Denunciation of Exec- 
utive, Judiciary, and Legis- 
lators Stirs House.

Washington, D. C., March 286.— [Special. J 
“ Roosevelt the Usurper was the theme 
of Jack Beall, the Texas congressman, 
in the lower house today. Mr. Beall thought 
strongly on the subject and expressed him- 
self forcibly. His brilliant thrusts of ridi- 
cule kept the democratic side of the house in 
an uproar. 

“The president,“ sald Mr. Beall, “ wields 
the big stick with one hand and a fountain 
pen with the other, and he raises havoc wid; 
both. 

He is a broncho buster and a trust buster, 
the only difference being that in busting a 
broncho he blindfolds the animal and in 
busting a trust he blindfolds Hlmself. 

He can draw the finest bead on a wild- 


cat, but can't get a bead on the constitution 
at all. 
“He ig a contradiction. He declaims 


against race suicide, but insists on keeping 
a tariff on safety pins and baby buggies. 

“He cultivates the artistic; he white- 
washes Paul Morton and is now frescoing 
the reactionaries with a tint of diue. 

He can see a war cloud before break- 
fast, but gets color blind ore lunch time. 

“He is generous. Given the power by 
and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate to make treaties, he is willing to relleve 
that body of this onerous duty and do it all 
himself. 


His Magic Tames “Uncle Joe.” 

He is a magician: He can transform our 
‘Uncle Joe,’ a roaring lion before us in the 
house, into a purring kitten at the White, 
house. 

He is the Sandow of the country. Hecan 
hold the senate in one hand and the house 
in the other and keep both in the air most 
of the time.’’

eventualities. And 4f the present indica- 
tions are reliable we are to be still weak- 
er, for the two new ships now on the 
Pacific coast would be a considerable loss 
in exchange for two of an older type. 
Whether we are equipped to take care 
of a heavy fleet on the coast and in the 
islands seems to be doubtful. But if we 
are not now we should lose no time in 
equipping. It is true that even if Japan, 
the chief power in the far east, were in- 


imically disposed, she seems now to be at 


such a financial and economic disadvan- 
tage as to preclude an aggressive war, 
Yet the nation that relies too much or 
too long upon a possible or probable rival’s 
weakness is likely to pay for it in the 
long rum. It is the part of our states- 
manship to face the essential facts and 
the actual potentialities of our position. 


THE TARIFF. 

The tariff plank adopted yesterday by 
the Illinois republicans is more diffuse 
than that of the Ohio and Iowa platforms 
and is none the better for its wordiness. 
The vital point, however, is that the Llli- 
nois republicans unite with those of Ohio 
and Iowa in the declaration that the 
tariff must be overhauled and that the 
work must be taken in hand soon after 
March 4, 1909. All else is surplusage. 
This is a declaration which Pennsylvania 
and a few other eastern states may not 
join inj but it may be expected to have 
the approval of other states of the middle 
west which have not yet expréssed them- 
selves. It will be in their power, with a 
little assistance from other quarters, to 
pledge the republican party to go at the 
tariff question next spring if it shall re- 
main in power. That would be a pledge 
which it would be impossible to violate. 

If the national platform shall say, as 
the Ohio one does, that the revised cus- 
toms duties shall be such as shall equal 
the difference between the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad with a reason- 
able profit, that will be taken as a\ posi- 
tive promise that numerous duties n in 
force shall be materially reduced. It is 
a notorious fact that there are duties 
which give excessive protection and un- 
reasonable profits. If the work of revision 
were to leave those duties untouched the 
tariff of 1900 might be repudiated by the 
people as energetically as was that of 
1890, 


HARD TIMES FOR FILIPINOS. 


Secretary Taft said the other day that 
there will be hard times in the Philippines 
during the next two years. A drought 
has hurt the rice crop and there has been 
a decline in the price of Manila hemp, a 
product which forms so large a proportion 
of the exports. The tendency of hard 
times in the Philippines is to engender 
discontent and turn cultivators of the soil 
into ladrones. Whatever can be done to 
make conditions a little easier will be 
politic if nothing more. It will make the 
task of the Philippine government less 
difficult. 

There is no occasion for charitable dona- 
tions, but there is an opportunity to do a 
little legislating that will benefit the 
islands materially. A sensible reduction 
of the duties on Philippine sugar and to- 
bacco will enable the producers to get 
better prices for their products in the mar- 
kefs where they are accustomed to dis- 
pose of them. The losses due to the fall 
in the price of hemp will be made good 
to some extent. It is ridiculous to pre- 
tend that such a reduction of duties would 
harm anybody in this country, and set 
it is that pretense which blocks legisie- 
tion. 

It is difficult to get congressmen to give 
a moment’s thought to the Philippines at 
any time. The islands are so far from 
their districts. It is particularly dimedlt 
to make congressmen remember on the 
eve of a presidential campaign that there 
are 8,000,000 people in the Philippines 
who are entitled to some consideration in 
spite of the fact that they are not voters. 
But there ought to be a few men in con- 
gress who have sufficient interest in the 
welfare of those 8,000,000 people to make 
a serious effort to secure the legislation 
that will do something to help them 
through the coming two years of hard 
times, 


ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 

In the New York to Paris automobile 
race the American car reached San Fran- 
cisco far in advance of its nearest com- 
petitor. When the crowded streets of the 
Pacific metropolis were reached one of 
the foreign cars was disabled in Utah 
and two others were in Wyoming. The 
total time required to cross the continent 
was forty-one days eight hours and fif- 
teen minutes. The total distance covered 
was 3,832 miles, the wide detours making 
the necessary increase over the 3,186 
miles counted the distance from New 
York to San Francisco by the usually 
traveled railroad routes. 

The scene at the finish of the first 
stage in the long journey to the French 
capital was even more enthusiastic than 
the sendoff at the start in New York. A 
long procession of automobiles attended 
the racer in the fifty miles from San 
José to Oakland. Inthe latter city the 
streets were #0 crowded that the cars 
made their way with the greatest diffi- 
culty. When the bay was crossed to San 
Francisco the whole city was ready with 
its greeting. Business houses displayed 
the American flag, while factory whistles 
and hundreds of automobile horns made a 
din which rose high above the noise of 
the cheering thousands. 

The interest in the race is widespread. 
In every city along the route the story 
has been the same. The welcoming 
crowds have been large. The escorting 
automobile clubs have been active. The 
contestants have been overwhelmed with 
courtesies and encouraged by the good 
wishes of many thousands. That the 
American car was able to cross the con- 
tinent s fitting. That it was able 
to finish its journey in the winter time 
and after long necessary deviations from 
the straightest route in less than ten days 
longer than the best record time made 
under the most favorable circumstances 
speaks much for the grit and energy of 
those who drove it. 

After a thorough overhauling the leading 
machine will be shipped to Seattle in 
time for the Woat sailing for Valdes, Alas- 
ka, on April 1. The American contest- 
ant has been successful in the first and 
easiest stage of the race. It reports are

CONDITIONS AT PONTIAC. 

It will be impossible to determine the 
proper method of dealing with refractory 
prisoners at Pontiac. until the legislature 
shall have made up its mind whether the 
institution is to be 4 reformatory or a 
prison. If it is to be a place where 
minors who are not the hardened and 
perhaps irreclaimable perpetrators of 
great crimes are to be confined mild dis- 
ciplinary methods will answer all purposes 
and none other should be resorted to. 
Administration of the handcuffs treatment 
in two hour doses may lead to W 
and better behavior. 

If it be th intention of the . 
to keep at Podtlac young men who ought 
to be at Joliet and who when they refuse 
to submit to discipline should be treated 
as they would be at Joliet more vigorous 
methods of enforcing obedience should be 
resorted to than are needed in other 
cases. Unless these worst offenders are 
made mind there will be an end of 
discip! Their example will make 
others more unruly and there will be gen- 
eral demorallza tion. 

It ie the duty of the legislature to make

house of Cavendish, owner of some eight su- 
rb country seats, and master of estates in 
d and Ireland extending over an 
area of a quarter of a million acres.

Tbe new — who has paid several visits 
to America, is the son of the late Lord 
Edward Cavendish, a younger brother of the 
duke who has just died. His widowed moth- 
er, Lady Edward Cavendish, is a sister of 
Sir Frank Lascelles, British ambassador to 
the court of the kaiser, and since the death 
of Lady Lascelles has each season been 
doing the honorg of the British embagsy at 
Berlin for her brother. The new duke is 
likewise a nephew of that ill fated Lord 
Frederick Cavendish who was one of the 
two victims of the Phoenix park murders. 

Although the new duke differed from his 
predecessor, who has just gone to his rest, in 
many political matters, and declined to fol- 
low hirn at the time of his memorable quarrel 
with Prime Minister Balfour on the subject 
of tariff reform, some five years ago, throw- 
ing in hia lot with the tariff reformers, yet 
he bears a striking resemblance to his late 
uncle in character, mannerisms, and ap- 
pearance. 

~~ 


He has the same peculiarly cut features 
and heavy build of the Cavendishes, the same 
phiegmatic, indolent, indifferent manner, and 
the same halting, dreary, monotonous way of 
spenking. Like the late duke, he conveys 
the impression of being quite incapable of any 
enthusiasm, or of being roused from his 
mental and physical lethargy. And yet, 
with all that, he gets through a good deal 
of work, is pronounced by his political asso- 
clates and by those concerned in the admin- 
istration of the great Cavendish estates to 
be an excellent man of business, and by bis 
intimate friends to possess under a cold 
exterior a warm heart and strong affections. 
In one word, he ie a typical Cavendish of the 
right kind. 

That he should have been able to remain 
in friendly relations with his uncle, the late 
duke, shows he has both tact and diplomacy 
in @ pronounced degree. For, altogether aside 
from the question of political differences, an 
unpleasant situation had been created by 
the will of his grandfather, the seventh duke, 

The latter, while fond of his eldest son and 
heir, the late duke, strongly disapproved of 
the romance in his life—that is to say, his 
infatuation for the then duchess of Man- 
chester. He entertained for that lady a most 
pronounced ill will, and resented the idea 
that she would after his death become the 
wife of his first born and duchess of Devon- 
shire. Consequently, he bequeathed every- 
thing that he possibly could, in the shape of 
family jewels, laces, ete., particularly those 
which had belonged to his own ducheas, to 
his grandson Victor, for the use of the lat- 
ter’s wife, Lady Eveiyn. 


oe 


Moreover, he left so much of the unen- 
tailed landed property and possessions to his 
grandson as to render the latter wholly in- 
dependent of the late duke. As it is impos- 
sible to preserve secret any wills in England 
save those of the royal family, it was not 
long before the tenor of the seventh duke's 
testamentary directions and of the affront 
which they contained by implication to the 
now widowed duchess of Devonshire became 
publicly known, and the sftuation therefore 
created between the present duke and Lady 
Evelyn and his uncle and aunt, the late duke 
and the now dowager duchess, was, to say the 
least, an awkward and delicate one. 

Few will be found, either among the present 
or earlier generations, to admit that there 
was any ground for the prejudice of the 
seventh duke against the great lady who 
after his death was to marry his eldest son, 
beyond the fact that she is passionately fond 
of cards and extremely worldly. She had 
wedded her first husband, the seventh duke 
of Manchester, in a moment of pique after 
quarreling with the them Lord Hartington. 
He remained her devoted and constant ad- 
mirer and close friend throughout the thirty- 
odd years of her first marriage ag duchess 
of Manchester, every one, even the late 
Queen Victoria, smiling kindly upon the 
romance, and rarely inviting the one to 
Windsor or Osborne without asking the 
other. 

When the lady recovered her freedom, 
through the death of the seventh duke of 
Manchester, she, as well as Lord Hartington, 
refrained from wedding at once, through 
deference to the prejudices of the seventh 
duke of Devonshire against the union. He 
was old and frail at the time, and it was 
not until after his demise that they married. 
They were a singularly devoted and happily 
united couple, seldom far away from one 
another, and when he was engaged in fish- 
ing, a sport to which he was devoted, she 
invariably accompanied him, sitting beside 
him on the bank. 
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It is interesting to recall that the succes- 
sion of this seventh duke of Devonshire— 
that is to say, of the grandfather of the new 
duke—was brought about through another 
romance of the house of Cavendish. In fact, 
it is a romance which renders the rights of 
the sixth duke so open to question that there 
are many who insist that the late duke was 
the seventh instead of the eighth, which“ 
would have the effect of making the new duke 
the eighth in Meu of the ninth. 

The fifth duke was twice married. His 
first wife, a daughter of Lord Spencer, had 
as her most intimate friend a cousin, Lady 
Elizabeth Hervey, daughter of Lord Bris- 
tol and married to a Col. Foster. After the 
death of the latter Lady Elisabeth Foster 
took up her residence with the duke and 
duchess of Devonshire. Morals were looser 
in those days than now, and when the duchess 
of Devonshire gave birth at Paris to a 
child her friend and cousin, the widowed 
Lady Elizabeth Foster, likewise gave birth 
to an infant. 

The two little children came into the world 
on the same day and under the same roof. 
and, according to contemporary gossip and 
memoirs, the fifth duke was the father of 
both. One of the children was a boy and 
the other a girl, but to this day no one, save 
those directly concerned, knows for a cer- 
tainty whether it was the duchess or Lady 
Elizabeth who gave birth to the boy. 
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It is still claimed by many that the duchess 
and Lady Elizabeth changed children, and 
that the alleged son of the duchess, who 
subsequently succeeded to the title and to 
the immense estates as sixth duke of Devon- 
shire, was in reality the {llegitimate child 
of Lady Elizabeth Foster. When the duchess 
dled a few years afterwards Lady Elizabeth 
Foster gtepped into her shoes as the second 
wife of the fifth duke, and was alwaystreat- 
ed by the sixth duke more as his mother than 
a stepmother. 

On the death of the fifth dukea consultation 
took place between his son and his cousin, 
the earl of Burlington, who, in the event 
of his—that is to say, the sixth duke’s—ille- 
gitimacy, would have succeeded to the duke- 
dom and estates. The Cavendishes do not 
love scandal. They have a keen sense of 
family honor and family pride. Soan agree- 
ment took place, according to the terms of 
which the sixth duke was left in undisturbed 
possession of the family dignities and prop- 
ert;, on the understanding that he would 
remain a bachelor, so that at his death the 
dukedom and the estates would pass to 
Lord Burlington. 

In this way the mystery in connection with 
the birth of the sixth duke and the peculiar 
domestic relations of the fifth duke never 
were brought into a court of law. The sixth 
duke, who lived to enjoy the family honors 
and estates in a state of single blessedness 
for forty years, was always known as the 
pachelor duke.”’

* Judging from the figures contained in the 
several replies from commanding officers 
which relate to this subject.“ says Admiral 
Evans, t would appear that better protec- 
tion might have been afforded had those belts 
been originally placed between six inches 


and one foot higher; this on the theory that 


the commanding officer would admit suffi- 
clent water before an action to sink the belt 
to within about eighteen inches above the 
waterline; but even this is open to question, 
for it has been noted that even when heavy 
en and in the smooth to moderate seas, 
hich have thus far characterized this 
cruise, the ships frequently expose their en- 
tire belt and the bottom plating beneath. 
“Tt must be remembered that even a five 
or a six inch shell (of which there would be 
a great number) could inflict a severe and 
dangerous injury if it struck below the beit, 
while othe e the waterline, even with the 
belt entirely sumberged, is, on account of the 
casement armor and coal, immune to all 
except the heaviest projectiles, 


Eight Feet Too Narrow. 

“ The fact is that, under the sea conditions 
in which battles may be fought, a beit of eight 
feet in width, if considered alone, is too 
narrow to afford ther desired protection, 
wherover it may be placed, and the question 
becomes an academic discussion. with cer- 
tain arguments on each side. It is under- 
stood that on the latest ships this question is 
of little import, as the citadel armor is but 
one inch less in thickness than that on the 
waterline, and for those ships already bullt, 
it ls believed that when the bridges are re- 
moved and all weights which will be landed 
should war break out are taken into con- 
tideration, the ship will rise to the six to 
twelve inches which is believed to be the 
maximum that it could be desired to raise 
them.“ 

The report of Admiral Evans is made in 
accordance with instructions given to him 
by Secretary Metcalf before he sailed from 
Hampton Roads. The secretary said it had 
no reference whatever to the criticisms of 
naval construction which have appeared since 
the sailing of the fleet. 


NEW INDICTMENTS RETURNED 
IN SAN FRANCISCO GRAFT CASE 


Calhoun, Ford, and Ruef Charged With 
Offering Bribe of $4,000 in Connéc- 
tion with Trolley Franchise.

San Francisco, Cal., March 28.— Three in- 
dictments, each containing three counts, 
against Patrick Calhoun, president of the 
United Railways; Tirey L. Ford. general 
counsel for the same corporation; and Abra- 
ham Ruef, former political boss of San 
Francisco, secretly voted by the grand jury 
last night were filed with Presiding Judge 
Sturtevant this morning, This new move 
came as a surprise to th endants. 

The indictments charge Calhoun, Ford, 
and Ruef each with having offered a bribe of 
$4.000 on May 10, 1906, to Supervisor F. P. 
Nicholas, John J. Fuery, and D. G. Coleman 
in connection with the granting of a fran- 
chise giving the United Railways the right 
to convert its cable lines intoa trolley system. 

The new tndictments were returned with a 
view of meeting every possible technical ob- 
jection that has been raised by the defense 
to the indictments returned by the former 
grand jury. 

Ruef will be placed on trial before Superior 
Judge Dunne Monday morning on the charge 
of bribery in connection with the granting of 
the Parkside trolley franchise, and Tirey L. 
Ford will be placed on trial for the third 
time before Judge ‘Lawler. 


MAYOR SETS A “GRAFT TRAP?” 


Trial of Accused Councilmen of St. Louis 
Reveals Fact City Executive Was 
in Plot to Capture Bribers. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 26.—During the trial 
today of Fred Priesmeyer and Ferd Warner, 
members of the house of delegates, indicted 
on the joint charge of having accepted $500 
to secure the passage of an ordinance per-: 
mitting the erection of a garage, William C. 
Connett, private secretary to Mayor Wells, 
testified that Mayor Wells arranged a plan 
that resulted in the arrest of the defendants.

No special route is laid down, the 
only requirement being that they get from 
Valdez to Nome overland.

This landslide in favor of the governor's 
bills in their original form occurred after an 
amendment offered by Paradise Jimmy 
Oliver of New York, which would have ren- 
dered the proposed reforms inoperative until 
323 had been defeated by a vote of 108 


“Sterilized * Voted Down. 
Other amendments offered by Assembly- 
man Cuvillier of New York, which would 
have had the effect of making racing asso- 
clations the head and front of a complex sys- 
tem of “ sterilized " betting, and permitting 
the present system to continue until Oct. 1.

Republican leaders in the senate declared 
today that only five republican senators 
would vote against the bills. They are Gil- 
christ of Brooklyn, Burr of Suffolk, Wemple 
of Schenectady, Knapp of Clinton, and Em- 
erson of Essex. 

Senate Fight on Wednesday. 

The test in the senate will come on Wednes- 
day, when the bills will be brought up there 
for advancement to the order of third read- 
ing, when the governor's friends will make a 
fight to have the amendment providing the 
proposed laws shall not go into effect before 
Sept. 1 stricken out and the bills restored 
to their original form. 

While it has been predicted the bills would 
pass the assembly unamended the vote today 
came as asurprise.

New Idea for Knitting. 

A drawnwork effect in knitting le extreme- 
ly pretty and effective and is sure te be 
appreciated. As an example dt this new and 
showy style of knitting take a baby afgtian 
knit in strips. 

Cast forty stitches on a coarse steel knit- 
ting needle, with sephyr er Germantown 
yarn. Kut in squares, five stitches plain, 
five purled, for five rows. Reverse the plain 
and puried stitches so as to form plain and 
purled When the strip is long 
enough, bind off, dropping every fifth stitch. 
Ravel every drop stitch down to the end. 
Then with an embroidery needle 
to hemstitch each edge, or to take up five 
threads at a time, making a &imple hour 
giass drawn werk pattern. <Any simple 
drawnwork design can be worked; the proc- 
ess is easy and the effect fine. 

Another pretty design is to knit plain and 
purl every alternate row, back and forth, and 
when the strip is long enough drop two 
stitches in the middie, then ravel to the end 
and hematitch. 
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Cathering on the Sewing Machine. 

Machine gathering is more even and firm 
than hand gathering ever could possibly be. 
If gathers are correctly stitched on the ma- 
chine they will need no stroking whatever. 
The proper method for gathering on the ma- 
chine is to lengthen the stitch and tighten the 
tension. The stitch does not need to be 
lengthened much, either, if fine gathers are 
desired. One can goon learn to gauge this 
tightening process until but little after pull- 
ing up is necessary. This method throws the 
pulling thread upon the upper side so that a 
coarser spool is often desirable. To loosen 
the tension, leaves a quantity of surplus 
thread in the form of loop stitches, which 
wastes a great deal of cotton.

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Way for Big Issue of Bonds. 


Canadian e uin t Is to Resort to 
Emergency Currency. 


Directors of the Union Pacific met yester- 
day and took action paving the way for a 
bond issue variously estimated at from $40,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000. The directors called 
a special meeting of stockholders for May 5 
to ratify the taking over by the company of 
the physical properties of the Leavenworth, 
Kansas and Western railway company and 
the Topeka and Northwestern railroad com- 
‘pany, which are already, through ownership 
of the stock, a part of the system. The stock- 
holders wil] at the same time be asked to au- 
thorize an issue of bonds to be secured by 
mortgage of the Union Pacific railroad com- 
pany's unmortgaged lines, including the two 
lines just mentioned. 

The Union Pacific owns all the stock and 
bonds of the Leavenworth, Kansas and 
Western and the Topeka and Northwestern. 
‘The former owns 165 miles of railroad, ex- 
tending from Leavenworth to Miltonvale, 
Kas., and the latter 37% miles from Menoken 
to Onaga, Kas. 

It is intended to vest title to the physical 
properties in the Union Pacific and to cancel 
the stock and bonds so that any new mort- 
gage of the Union Pacific when created may 
attach as a first lien on these railroads as 
well as on other unmortgaged lines directly 
owned by the Union Paci@&c. The total of 
such free mileage is given as 1,650. 

At the meeting of the board Secretary 
Millar said that the purpose of the meeting 
was to prepare the way for the mortgage if 
and when an issue of bonds should be deemed 
advisable. A reprerentative of the Union 
Pacific said the amount of bonds to be is- 
sued had not been decided upon, From other 
sources closely identified with the Union Pa- 
cific it was estimated the issue would be be- 
tween $40,000,000 and $50,000,000 


Refuse to Sue Harriman et Al. 

The directors, by a vote, declined to grant 
the request made by certain stockholders 
that the board of directors bring a suit 
against E. H. Harriman, H. H. Rogers, and 
James Stillman to recover profits which they 
were alleged to have derived from a sale of 
the stock of the Illinois Central Railroad 
company, the Railroad Securities company, 
and the St. Joseph and Grand Island Railroad 
company to the Union Pacific system. The 
suit was requested by L. A. Storrs and Henry 
R. Buck of Hartford, W. A. Arnold of WII- 
limantic, and A. C. Bates of Bast Granby, 
Conn. 

In giving their reasons for refusal the di- 
rectors stated the interest of Messrs. Harri- 
man, Rogers, and Stillman in the stock of 
the Illinois Central and of the Railroad 
Securities company and the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island company was fully disclosed to 
the directors before the transaction and the 
purchase was unanimously authorized by the 
other members of the board, while Messrs. 
Rogers, Herriman, and Stillman were ex- 
cused from voting on that subject. 

It was stated also by the directors that 
the proposed purchases were investigated 
by a committee of three disinterested direct- 
ors who knew the facts and advised the 
purchase. The directors declared that this 
action had been approved by the stéckhold- 


be unwise, unwarranted, and detrimental! to 
the interest of the company to attempt to 
cancel the purchase or to question its valid- 
ity. Furthermore the board declares that 
the board is opposed to it as a matter of 
business policy. 

The directors stated also that they had no 
knowledge that any director of the Union 
Pacific had any interest in the 105,000 shares 
of the IlMnois Central stock purchased by 
the Union Pacific from Kuhn, Loeb & Co 
and that they were informed by that firm 
that no director held any such interest, 


Hill Not Optimistic. 

James J. Hill does not take an optimistic 
view of the gefieral business situation. He 
is quoted as saying yesterday: 

„The Pennsylvania railroad would not lay 
off any men if it could possibly afford to keep 
them. It is not earning enough to do so. It 
is the same situation everywhere. It is too 
heavy a draft on optimism to view this con- 
dition of affairs in a bright light. The facts 
will make their own reply. It may take a 
little time, but the answer will come, sure. 


“Emergency” Circulation for Canada. 

The Canadian currency: system of asset 
bank notes, it appears, was not equal to a 
certain emergency last fall, and there was 
issued by the dominion government fiat notes 
to augment the supply of currency. ‘The mat- 
ter Was not made public until a few days ago 
through the Monetary Times. 

It seems the chief difficulty was to restore 
confidence in western Canada. The farm- 
ers had to be assured that their crop would be 
moved. In November Minister Fielding is 
quoted as having said: 

“We can assure the farmers of the west 
that they need not have any anxiety. There 
are 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 bu of feed wheat in 
western Canada. There are thirty days in 
which to ship this down the lakes. Unless 
this is moved within that time the farmers 
will not have in exchange good hard cash. 
The situation is one of gravity and the gov- 
ernment has adopted certain methods by 
which it believes that what would otherwise 
be a crisis will be averted. 

Details of the government's action will 
be given in due course, but for many rea- 
sons I do not deem it advisable at present 
to state what that action 18.“ 

It transpires the government had decided 
to ald such of the banks as were engaged in 
the grain trade and might wish to avail them- 
selves of assistance, with loans not to exceed 
a total of $10,000,000. After some conferences 
concerning the rate of interest, the banks bor- 
rowed from the government a little more than 
$5,000,000. To provide this $5,315,000 the gov- 
ernment issued notes without the gold or a 
etatutory equivalent in the treasury, the legal 
limit of issue having been reached. 

Minister Fielding now proposes to Insti- 
tute an emergency curreney. It is proposed 
that the powers of the banks with respect to 
the issue of their circulation be extended to 
allow the banks fo issue during the grain crop 
movement circulation to the extent of 15 per 
cent of their combined reserve and paid up 
capital. This emergency currency is to be 
taxed not to exceed 5 per cent upon thecir- 
culation which is thus to be issued.“ 


May Reduce Paper Dividend. 


An official of the International Paper com- 
pany is quoted as saying that the executive 
committee has not yet recommended any 
action to the board of directors on the ques- 
tion of dividends, but that in all probability 
the preferred stock will be put on a 4 per cent 
basis instead of 6 per cent as heretofore. 
The directors will meet on April 1 to act in the 
matter. 


North American Company. 


Directors of the North American company 
have not as yet taken steps looking toward 
the payment of the quarterly dividend opm 
the capital stock, deferred last November. 
It is understood the payment of dividends 
will not be resumed until the general finan- 
cial concition improves to tha extent of per- 
mitting the company to sell at much better 
figures than now prevail the bonds of its 
subsidiaries.

Switzerland Feels Panic. 

The farreaching effect of the slump in 
business in the United States is evidenced in 
the annual report of the Swiss Bankverein. 
The bank’s report says, among other things, 
after reviewing conditions in the United 
States: 

Switzerland could not, of course, fail to 
be influenced by these adverse conditions. 
During the first nine months its principat 
industries—foodstuffs, embroidery, silk 
weaving, ribbon manufacturing, cotton 
spinning and weaving, building and metal- 
lurgical industries, iron and steel manufac- 
ture, engineering, watch manufacturing, 
chemical industry, and all kinds of electrical 
undertakings—were fully employed in spite 
of dear money, the high price of raw mate- 
rial, and the constant increase in wages 
Nevertheless, a gradual falling off had early 
in October become perceptible and toward 
the close of the year. it became evident that 
the crisis was by no means a monetary one 
only but was of a general character.”

STRIFE AMONG DEPOSITORS 
DEFERS PAYMENT OF CLAIMS. 


Two Factions at War Over Settlement 
of the Business of Defunct Ravens 
wood Exchange Bank. 


The factional fight among the depositors of 
the Ravenswood Exchange bank has de- 
veloped to such an extent as to make an 
early settlement of the defunct institution's 
affairs impossible.

MERCHANTS eer BLAME 
Rallrosa Men Meet: to Discuss plans 
we Contesting: 2-Cent Law. 


Improvement of street ais conditions in 
Chicago through cotperation of ship- 
pers with the administration and po- 
lice was the theme of an address by 
Capt. C. C. Healey of the mounted 


police at the ekly noonday luncheon of 
the Tra club yesterday at the Great 
Northern hotel. Capt. Healey praised Mayor 


Busse and Chief of Police Shippy, and de- 
clared that, with the codperation of the ship- 
pers, the street conditions of Chicago could 
be improved 100 per cent. 

The administration under Mayor Busse 
and Chief Shippy wishes to give you mer- 
chants and shippers a business administra- 
tion,” declared Capt. Healey. The object 
of the mounted police is to aid the general 
public and to assist in the transportation of 
merchandise from the big business houses 
to railroad stations. We have met with 
hearty codperation from many merchants, 
and so have done well, bue we can do more 
with the combined cooperation of shippers, 
merchants, and railroads. 


Merchants Often to Blame. 

In many cases merchants are to blame for 
traffic congestion in streets because they 
allow goods to remain on the floors of their 
warehouses until late In the day. The 
teamsters thus are compelled to wait and 
late in the day traffic becomes so heavy that 
the railroad employés cannot handle the 
goods at the freight houges. The goods have 
to be returned to the warehouses and hauled 
again next day, doubling the work and ex- 
pense, and making unnecessary street traffic. 

“ Considerable blame rests also with the 
shipping departments and railroad freight 
houses for their lack of facilities and men to 
handle the freight. 

We have reduced the running time of 
street cars through the loop from six to 
twelve minutes, and this ought to facilitate 
the-movement of your teams and merchan- 
dise. Shippers are not strict enough with 
their teamsters. You should give shipping 
clerks to understand that teamsters must 
not obstruct alleys to the detriment of your 


merchant neighbors. ws all need mutual co- 


operation.”

As a result pork loins 
were advanced 1 cent per pound again yes- 
terday, which, with the previous appreciation 
of 2 cents, brought them up to 11 and 11% 
cents per pound, or 4 to 4% cents over the 
low point of the season. 

The advance in meats has not been alto- 
gether unexpected, but came earlier than 
dealers had anticipated. The high price of 
corn and the money stringency last fall re- 
sulted in a movement of Ive stock market- 
ward such as the trade had never witnessed 
before. 

As a consequence cattle which should have 
been kept back and fattened on good feed 
for April and May consumption came here 
in January. This condition probably will 
continue and higher prices will yet be made 
until the movement of range cattle com- 
mences, or until present stocks of half fed 
steers in Iowa, Illinois, and Kansas are fat- 
tened and sent here.

Friends of Bethesda Institution 
Seek to Raise $15,000. 


WILL REMOVE THE INMATES. 


William Boldenweck at Head of Com- 
mittee That Dec“ mons. 


A little group of about thirty men and 


women met at the Germania club last evening 
and for two hours discussed plans for the 
care of the aged inmates of the bankrupt 
Bethesda Home for the Aged. 

Few of those present were connected, even 
indirectly, with the financial or “charitable ”’ 
affairs of the wrecked institution. The meet- 
ing was called to provide for the future of the 
twenty old men and women who are huddled 
in the big building on the north side, looking 
out on ghe world with pathetic resentment 
and waiting, a bit impatiently, for some one 
to come and fulfill the contracts they made 
with Frank F. Henning, the founder of the 
home. 

Aa the result of the meeting a committee 
of five will be organized at once to rise 
funds and devise plans for the care of the 
old people. This will be headed by United 
States Subtreasurer Willlam Boldenweck, 
and will include Henry T. Carr, Gustave 
Fischer, Francis J. Dewes, and a fifth mem- 
ber to be appointed by Mr. Carr, who acted 
as chairman of the meeting. 


Seek to Raise $15,000. 


Ths immediate object of the committee will 


be the raising of a $15,000 fund to be used 
partly in returning to the old people the 
amounts paid by them to Mr. Henning and 
partly in placing the inmates in others insti- 
tutions or sending them back to their homes. 
All idea of supporting the old people at the 
Bethesda home—the plan which many of the 
inmates still firmly believe is to be carried 
out—Was given up without discussion. 

Harlow N. Higinbotham attended the meet- 
ing in his capacity as president of the Chi- 
cago Home for Incurables and discussed the 
possibility of continuing the home in the light 
of his experience. 

“There is a small group of the older in- 
mates out at the Home for Incurables, he 
said, “‘ which within a few years has cost the 
institution over $100,000. You cannot care 
—— an old man for life for $500. It is ridicu- 
ous. 


Completes an Investigation. 

“I have just completed a thorough inves- 
tigation of the circumstances of every in- 
mate at the home, and within a few days I 
have received two of the inmates at the 
Home for Incurables end invited two others, 
who said they didn’t want to come. There 
are twenty there now, and among them I 
find several who were admitted only by the 
poorest judgment. There are a man and 
wife who have property—one in Oak Park 
and the other in Racine. There are others 
who are not residents of Chicago and never 
should have been taken in. These people 
and their claims must be disposed of in one 
way or another.’ 

The German hoepital should be the leader 
in this relief expedition,“ Mr. Higinbotham 
added, turning to Mr. Carr. The German 
hospital people hold a majority of the bonds, 


and I cannot see that they can evade a large 


measure of the responsibility for what hap- 
pened up there. They knew about things.” 

Well, they will do what they can,” re- 
turned Mr. Carr.
